BOWDOIN COMMANDER 
LECTURES ON RADAR 

That “matter is not solid, but| 
just electricity," was the sub- 
ject of a lecture delivered by U. 
S. "Navy Commander Noel C. 
Little before a Gould audience 
In the main room of Hans com 
Hall on the 'evening of Decem- 
ber third. 

Commander Little, who teach- 
es radar at Bowdoln College, 
was a dinner guest at the second 
meeting of the Oxford County 
Schoolmasters Association which 
met here that evening, and spoke 
mainly for the benefit of the 
Gould Science Club. 

In his speech and demonstra- 
tions, he explained some of tho 
complicated equipment used In 
radar. He also explained that 
the sending apparatus sends out 
electric waves at intervals of a 
fraction of a second. When these 
waves hit an object they bounce 
back to the radar station, re- 
cording on a screen the speed 
and distance from the station 
of the object. The pitch of the 
sound received depends on tho 
length of the object 

Commander Little also show- 
ed that a grain of salt la “full of 
holes,” or only electricity in the 
form of many atoms held to- 
gether by mutual attraction for 
each other. In his demonstra- 
tions he also proved that It was 
possible to pour electricity.

CHRISTMAS IN PEACETIME 

Christmas at Gould in 1945 is a new kind of Christmas to those 
of us who have been here for the Christmases of the past two or 
three yoars. Wo have a now, brighter Christmas spirit because 
this is tho first year of peace in many yoars. 

For tho first time wo bogih to fool tho advantages of peacetime 
which the classes before us once took for granted, but which we 
have been accustomed to do without. And, above all, we have, for 
tho first time in several yoars, a fooling of hopo for our futures — 
and tho future of tho world around us— which the Yuletido season 
should bring. 

All of us feel tho npw spirit in our personal lives — members of 
our families, rotatives, and friends are returning from the services 
to take up normal lives Where they loft them; harder work and 
stiffor competition will bo met in our school and college futures, 
but this sobering fact is balanced by the gratitude and relief we 
feel, knowing that wo aro free from war, possible bombing, and 
further loss of loved onos. 

’ In our school life wo have all noticed subtle changes prpduced 
by the world transition from war to peace. Members of our faculty 
who havo served in the war aro returning to us — Christmas finds 
Mr. Chivers at Gould for tho first time in four yoars and Mr. 
Vachon contemplating his return from tho Army in the noar futuro. 

Anticipating brighter-than-ovor Christmas holidays, the BLUE 
AND GOLD staff joins us in wishing everyone a vory merry

A RETURNED SERVICE MAN AT GOULD 

it is interesting to considor a returned service, man hero at 
Gould. Would this sohool bo able to live up to the high standards 
of a man who had undergone tho rigid training of any ono of our 
armed services? AlTof us have heard of? instances where a dis* 
charged veteran has roturned to high school or .college and has 
boon completely disgusted by the scholastic and social standards 
there. Could Gould stand up to thoir searching criticism any 
better than other schools? 

Scholastically Gould is dxcollent. Wo of tho studont body know 
and appreciate this fact. Those students who fool that the stan 
dards at Gould aro too strict and who do not try to live up to tho 
requirements do not belong here and usually do not romaln here. 
A roturned eervico man who desired an eduoation enough to return 
to high sohool would, wo fool, certainly find Gould satisfactory in 
this respect. 

There is ono big problem remaining: how would he find Gould 
socially? Would ho consider tho classroom discussions boring and 
trivial aftor his nerve-shattering experiences? Would he regard 
tho students as terribly juvenile, or would ho find them a little 
moro thoughtful and serious than tho high-school students which 
ho remembered? 

Wo cannot answer those questions; they ooutd only bo answer- 
ed by the sorvico man himself. Next year or oven tho following 
yoar a discharged votoran might come to Gould. It would be in- 
teresting to note tho reaction of the studonts and tho adaptability 
of tho sorvico man to these surroundings. J, R. b.
